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CAPITAL CAMPAIGN APPOINTMENTS ANNOUNCED 


November 27, 1984 --- Concordia's Capital Campaign is revamping the operations 
of its internal university division to provide for greater involvement by the entire 
Concordia community. There will be four representatives heading the division, rather 
than one, as has been the case until now. All four will sit on the Campaign Steering 


Committee. 


The four people named are: Dr. Susan Hoecker-Drysdale, representing the faculty; 
Roslyn L. Muer, the non-teaching staff; Lynn Keays, the undergraduate students; and 


Emer Killean, the graduate students. 


Hoecker-Drysdale, a member of Concordia's Board of Governors for the past two 
years, is an Associate Professor in the Department of Sociology and Anthropology; Muer 
is an Institutional Research Officer; Keays is Co-President of the Concordia University 
Students' Association (CUSA); and Killean is President of the Graduate Students! 


Association. 


"The inclusion of faculty, non-teaching staff, undergraduate students and graduate 
students on the Steering Committee will give a new impetus to the campaign and provide 
greater involvement in our fund-raising efforts by the entire Concordia Community," 
said Rector Patrick Kenniff. He added that "I am confident that the campaign will 


continue to move forward towards our goal of $25 million." 


Funds raised so far total $10.3 million, approximately 41% of the goal.
